Epifagus virginiana. —On the northern exposure of a 
deciduous vvoods, consisting chiefly of oaks and beeches, there 
is at Swarthmore, Delaware County, Pa., a large colony of 
Epifagus which is butter-yellow in color. Nearby a number 
of hemlocks are growing, but this plant is not found under 
these, but confines itself to the deciduous trees. A year ago 
I counted 300 of this yellow Epifagus without materially changing 
my position, and this year (’54) I counted 175 plants along 
a wood’s lañe within the spacií tif 100 feot. A fair estimate 
of the plants on Ihis norihern hillside wnnld bií more (han 1000. 

The plant reseinbles the .species clo.sely except for color. 
If any difference is to be noted I think the yellow form tends 
to be more bushy and is perhaps more íleshy. Howéver, thertí 
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are numbers of single-stemmed plants scaH-erod aboid. Semo 
üf these are puré yellow, biit others show touches of reddish 
brown on the stem scales. 

The usual color-formof E. virginiana does not appear withiu 
the area occupied by the niaiii growth of the yellows, but as the 
yellows diminish along the edges the usual form appears. The 
whole area is about an acre in extent. 

The coucentration of the yellow forms ou this hillside suggests 
a common origin for them, but does not explain the al)sence 
of the usual form. So many plants of this one color within the 
limited area indicated with the usual form of the species on the 
periphery olTers a nice problem of distribut ion and might j)rovide 
an interesting population study for the appropriate person.—
